TALKS ABOUT THE STATUS OF HIs 
RACE. 

The Colored Leader Entertained in Thomas- 
ville—What He Has to Say About the 
Situa‘ion. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Apri 10.—{Special.]— 
Frederi*k K. Douglass arrived here this after- 
noon from Florida, to fill an engagement to 
lecti re tonight on self-made men, at the opera 


house,

pleasant. and ready to express himself upon 
what he had seen on this trip south, - Said he: 

“T have inst returned from a delightful 
drive through your Leantiful city, whieh I like 
better than Jacksonville, Fernandina or St. 
Augustine, Fia., whence I have just come, 
What struck me most in Florida was the 
Ponce de Leon hotel at St. Augustine, which 
js ae fine as avything I saw in Europe.”’ 

HIS KRECKPTION IN THE SOUTH, 
“Tow have you been received in the south

It remains to be seen if 
American civilization and manhood are equal 
to the task of living upto what the people, by 
their chosen representatives, have sworn to 
do. I believe the people of America are true

this great trust. It is uot a question of social 
riglits. I have nothingto do with that. If 
civil rights are secured all minor questions 
will settle themselves,”’ 

THE DISTRIBUTION OF OFFICES. 

“What about building up a republican party 
among the whites in the south ?” 

“The best way to do that is for the republican 
party to do its duty, see that the law is im- 
partialiy aduiinistered, and put good men in 
the public offices according to fitness. In dis- 
tributing the public patronage let Mr. Harri- 
eon have but one objectin view, and that is 
fitness for the place, regardless of politics or 
Face.”’ 

“Do you think the sectional feeling is dying 
ontnorih and south?’ 

“Yes, rapidly. Inafew more years it will 
be «aimost like the war of the roses 
in England. We will not care 
which side our ancesters were on so we 
are Americans. I eapect to lecture 
tonight and must spare myself.” 

‘You talk well,’’ replied the reporter, ‘‘and 
most people who talk well leve to talk.’’ 

“Well,’’ continued Mr. Douglass, ‘‘my be- 
lief can be put upin one word—unification. I 
believe in one race, one policy and one nation. 
Ail} things are tending to oneness. Consolidation 
in nations and business is the order of the day.

‘Shey gtarted from different premises, 
but the great principle of consolidation at 
work in the world settied the question, and 
now we are a great nation. The states of 
Germany and Italy have consolidated. Qnce 
there were free cities and many smaller prin- 
cipalities and governments. No man is wise 
enough to see that this principle of consolida- 
tion is carrying the world,”

SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN DAMAGED 
BY THE LATE FROST. 


* Falling Off of Twenty Per Cent in the 
Melon Crop—The Reasons for the De- 
crease Stated. 


Boston, Ga., April 10.—[Special.]—Satur- 
day evening there was quite a change in the 
temperature through this section. Saturday 
nigbt the high winds chilled everything, and 
fires and wraps were necessary for comfort, 
Monday morning a light frost fell, causing all 
the fruit and watermelon growers to look blue, 
especially those who have large groves of the 
La Conte pear. A week ago the pear crop 
was favorable, indeed. The trees were full of 
young fruit, and everything 
. POINTED TO A LARGER CROP 
than was ever grown here before. 
nights has caused the fruit 
off. Investigation in several orchards 
in different Jocalities show a very 
smal] amount of fruit on the trees. Some of 
the growers claim their pear crop a loss. 
Others say they will make a third of a crop, 
etc.

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IN THE DAYS GONE BY. 


A Short Sketch of Milledgeville and the 
“Long Ago.” 
From the Milledgeville, Ga., Chronicle. 

The following are a few items compiled 
from Milledgeville and Baldwin county’s early 
history which may prove of interest to the 
generations which have grown up since the 
time mentioued ; 

Baldwin county was purchased from the 
Creek Indians in 1802. What progress she 
has made! 

Milledgeville, named after Governor John 
Milledge, is situated at the head of steamboat 
navigation on the Oconee river, in latitude 
33 degrees, 4 minutes and 10 seconds; west 
longitude from Washington city, 6 degrees, 19 
minutes, andis about 650 miles S. W. of 
Washington city; 1,534 miles S. W. of Robin- 
ston, Me.: 158 miles N. W., of Savannah, 89 
miles S. W. of Augusta; 193 miles north of 
Darien ; 71 miles south of Athens; 32 miles E. 
N. E. of Macon, and 125 miles E. N. E. of Co- 
lumbus. 

The act of the legislature in which commis- 

sioners were appointed to lay off the town was 
passed in May, 1803, and contained twenty 
streets in the original plan. 
She first building (constructed of logs) was 
erected in 1804, on Franklin street, on a lot be- 
longing toa Mr. Baxter, and the first frame 
house, was put up by General Scott in 1805, 
and was standing in 1829,a two story frame 
building on the corner of Franklin and Elbert 
streets. 

For some years most of the buildings. were 
erected and business done east of the state 
house. This building cost about $115,000 and 
the cost of the clock was $1,000 which was 
afterwards enlarged. 

The principal cetton warehouses were a mile 
and a_half from town till 1828, when a lock 
was completed so-that boats. could ascend to 
the bridge across the river, then 550 feet wide 
opposite the capitol, The bridge was private 
property, cost about $20,000 anu brought an in- 
come from tolls of about $5,000 per annum. 

The public buildings of Milledgevile in 1828 
were the capital, a state arsenal, three stories 
high, containing implementsof war, the gov- 
ernment house, houses of worship for the 
Methodists, Baptists, and Presbyterians the 
dimensions of which were about 60x40 feet, a 
market house, containing a room for the meet- 
ing of the town police, penitentiary, court 
house, jail, academy and several banks. 

lreight on cotton per bag, in February, 1828 
was $2.00 to Savannah, and $2.50 with insur- 
ance, 

l’rom the presses in this place in 1828 there 
went forth weekly, about 7,000 newspapers. 

The town was very healthy, scarcely a case 
of fever was known for about two years. 

The legislature held its first session here in 
1807, 

The net amount of postage acceru ing at the 
post office here in 1527 was $2,240.45; in 1828 
$1,489.26, 

About, or little previous to, 1856.a wing was 
added to the state house; a new bank (the 
Milledgeville bank) with a branch in Augusta 
was established, and the Masvnic hall was 
built. 

Population of Milledgeville in 1860, was 
2,229: inthe county, 7,736—719 families, In 
1555 5,029 bags of cotton were raised. 

Fort W 
miles south, is the spot where the treaty was 
held with the indians in 1802, by which mach 
of the land betweeh the Oconee and Ocmulgee 
was acquired.
